The theory of yacht 
ing is that it is a great aid to marim 
architecturo nn;l that it helps t< 
train a great ma;iy men for maritirui 
duties.

amateur sailors a; 


a general rule don't follow the sei 
for a living, although they may be 
come ship owners, or otherwise tak 
a great interest iu maritime matters 


The upsetting of the Mokuick a 


anc-hor, near Staten Island .recently 
and the drowning of the owner, hi 
\vifo- arul several other person?, ha 
led to considerable discussion iibou 
the relation of yachting to seaman 
ship. The conclusion is drawn tha 
fancy yachting fails to develop ver 
much that is worthy of the name 
seamanship. Tho Scientific America 
has the following criticisms:

The Ker. Dr. Hep worth, of this city, 


an enthusiastic yachtsman, has, tince 
tbe above won written, published a work 
in which our yachting is mercilessly 
criticised. 
He »y» of tho yachts: 


"They have gensrally rerj graceful lines, 
great* breadth of beam, which nmk«s 
them roomy and comfortable cnder deck, 
but are often BO overloaded with spars 
and canvas that they nre unfit forontside 
work. Onr topmasts run up to such an 
incredible higiit that, when the 
boat 


begins to roll in a seaway, it seems as 
though she would never stop until she 
had jf rkod oot her spars. 
" The crowning defect, ami one which 


we are beginning to acknowledge, is the 
shape of the bows. They are »o sharp 
that they not only rat through thewator 
when it is smooth, but they also cut in 
and under it when there ia any seaway 
on. The only thing that holds the head 
of a yacht np in rough weather is its

A hundred thousand 
ollars expended in this city for a 
roe library would be the most bene- 
cial investment over made.

vould save hundreds of boys, and 
ultivate a love of reading and lit- 
ratnre in this community. The one 
nstitution of all others which citi- 
,en* would have most occasion to 
o bo proud of, would be 11 free 
ibrary. If four wealthy citizens 
hould put their heads together and 


n such an enterprise, each con- 


ributing 825,000, the result would 
)e gained. If our citizens out of 
more than twenty in Oakland who 
are able, should make up his mind 
;o do it, tho free library would have 
in existence before the expiration of 
iwclve months.
